Vienna, Feb. 20.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—None too plen 
tiful before the war, meat is likely to 
become a real luxury in Europe after 
peace is declared and remain so for a 
considerable 
time 
until 
stock-breeding 
has progiesscd on an immense scalo. 


The central power group believes it 
will find itself better off than the en- 
tente group in this respect, but botV: 
groups will certainly find it ar serious 
problem. 
At tho expiration 
of two 
years of warfare—which 
period 
will 
soon bo reached—it is estimated the en- 
tente 
powers 
will be short 7,575,000 
heads of meat animals, while the cen- 
tral group, owing to the territories oc- 
cupied by their armies, would in that 
time loose only 2,000,000 heads througn 
over-consumption due to the war. 


Commenting upon the situation the 
Paris Revue Dea Deux Mondes points 
out that France lost 20 per cent, of its 
meat animal stock by the occupatioh 
of ten departments of the Germans. 
France 
lost 
through 
this 
1,510,000 
horned cattle, 14,804,310 sheep and 814,- 
919 pigs. 
This means, says the period- 
ical. that France is deprived of an an- 
nual meat production of 411,000 tons. 


The live stock of Belerium also was 
lost by the entente, this being estimated 
to amount to about 2,000,000 heads of 
cattle, 18,000,000 sheep and over 2,000,- 
000 pigs. Germany gained thus the meat 
production of roimdly 39,000,000 animals 
in the western theater alone. 


Though the Russians saved much of 
tlieir live stock in Poland and the in- 
vaded Russian provinces, nearly 40,000,- 
000 meat animals fell in the hands of 
the 
Germans and Austro-Hungarians. 
Asrainst this must be charired the losse? 
sustained by the central powers in Ga- 
licia and East Prussia, said to amount 
to 
about 8,000,000 heads, because in 
East Prussia much of the stock was 
driven oft beforehand, while the Galician 
live stock had already been drawn on 
heavily 
by 
the 
Austro-Hungaria« 
troops. 


The livo stock found in Serbia is es- 
timated at about 8,000,000 heads oi 
meat animals, so that the central pow- 
ers have in their favor a balance of 
about 78,000.000 animals. 
This means 
a meat production of roundly 1,910,000 
tons per year.

A*hose excuse for not attending the best 
that the histrionic art can give, is that 
they don't like sad things, must have 
lost sight of the fact that Mr.»,Skinner 
Avas to appear in a comedy role, for 
there were many unoccupied seats, a fact 
{that Mr. Skinner evidently appreciated 
as the irony of his curtain call speech 
made apparent. 
The disttirbance in the 
first half of the fir.st act, caused by the 
seating of many people avIio Avere late 
in arriving, may have liad something to 
do Avith ]\[r. Skinner's so evident feeling 
that his art is not valued highly in Fort 
Wayne. 
It is distracting to an audience 
that is Rcated iind disturbing to a com- 
pany of actors worthy of respect and 
consideration to have ushers and audi- 
ence rujshing back and forth in the aisles 
after a j)erformanec has begun. 


The "Cock o' the ^^ alk" is totally 
unlike anything else that has been seen 
in Fort Wayne. 
It is a play that Avould 
probably ])resent itself .still better on a 
second seeing, for the lines and situa- 
tions are far above the average in com- 
edy. 
There isn't much to snicker oA-er 
or to giggle about, yet every character 
presents to an extent an appeal to one's 
sense of humor and many situations are 
delightfully funny. 
There is a sort of 
taking oil" of both men and Avomen show- 
ing up the silliness of young women con- 
cerning men of the theatrical world, the 
false notions and ignorant 
aspirations 
of the unintelligent as in the case of the 
housemaid in this play, the false pre- 
tenses of virtue in those "higher up" 
and the distasteful result of a bad tem- 
per and prejudice combined, the part of 
Mr. Briden. In sharp contrast is the role 
Avhich ]\Ir. Skinner takes, that of Antony 
Bellchamber, an actor of big brain and 
generous heart. 
Mr. Skinner portrays 
the part with the splendid taste and 
perspicuity and Avith the perfect diction 
that have combined Avith his talent in 
placing hfm at the head of American 
actors of the present day.

English Find Novel Method 
for Disinfection of 
Hospital Ships. 


London, ilarch 4.—Sea water tunicfl 
into a disinfecting fluid at the cost of 
six cents for a hundred gallons is the 
novel method of disinfecting 
hospital 
ships which has been successfully triin: 
out on the Aquitania and is now adopt- 
ed in the other transports of tlio .<ick 
and wounded. 


The apparatus consists of an elec- 
trolytic cell, a reversing switch capable 
of carrying 100 amperes, and some or- 
dinary insulated electric cable, costing 
in all about $250. 
The cell, in order 
to insulate it, is placed on a rubber 
mat and is raised upon a low table to 
enable the contents to be poured out 
easily. 
Jt is filled with cold sea water. 
A 
current of «0-75 amperes at 110 
volts is turned on and in about live 
minutes 
there is obtained a 
solutio-i 
containing two pai;ts of sodium hypo 
chlorite or available chlorine to ì,'.)0-; 
parts. 


The solution is excellent as a .=iteril- 
izer of drinking water, one part chlor- 
ine to one million parts, 
and 
a?^^ an 
antiseptic for wounds used undiluted a,* 
obtained 
from the 
electrolyzer. 
The 
fluid is besides used in the butchcr's de- 
partment and in the laundry for aoak 
ing undyed cotton and linen goods. 
It 
is added to the ship'3 swimming bath in 
the proportion of one part in two mil- 
lion parts, reducing the bacteria in the 
water by !>0 ner cent. 


This use of electrolyzed sea wator has 
affected a great economy by replftoin» 
expensive coal tar disinfectants such as 
carbolic, creso! and the like.

Jt was believed by the heads 
of the corporation that Edwards Avas 
attempting to steal manufacturing se- 
crets and his arrest was asked for. 
It 
was late in the evening before decision 
was finally made by the prosecutor's 
oflice to file a charge of grand larceny. 


Edwards came here the latter part of 
December and has remained in the city 
ever since, ile made some investigations 
for the Pinkertons of the robbery of the 
•lesse H. Young jewelry store, 917 Cal- 
houn street, several weeks ago, by Al- 
bert Smith, who smashed a show win- 
dow at 10 o'clock in the evening while 
the thoroughfare was thronged and made 
ofT with a tray containing .$.500 worth 
of rings. 
He had reyjeatedly called on 
Chief of Police Cliarles Lenz at headquar- 
ters and beccarne quite well a^qifeinted 
with the chief and other headquarters 
men. 
Edwards makes no denial of his 
purpose to obtain information at the 
Dudlo plant, but 
rcfiisen 
to say just 
what he wa.s after and for whom he was 
obtaining facts. 
He has been in 
the 
plant a number of times and was much 
interested in a particular machine. 
He 
says that he was able to study the con- 
struction of this machine and its opera/- 
tion and that he obtained some drawings 
oi it, in which he Avas aided by an em- 
ploye wlio came to the room occupied by 
(he Pinkerton man at a Broadway estab- 
lishment. 
The photograph hn took Fri- 
day, Edwards said, completed his work, 
and that with the drawings had been 
forwaided to a place he declines to re- 
veal. 


AMiether ho was attempting to steal 
manufacturing secrets or obtaining in- 
formation on which infringement 'suits 
nny be founded Edwards steadfastly re- 
fuses f^ declare.

all appearances gives hiio no anxiety. 
He look some photographs of employes 
Friday, snapped pictures of machinery 
and was just completing his labors when 
a foreman's mi.sgivings Avcre aroused. 'Ilie 
management was cuiisnltcd and Edwards, 
who had left tiio jdanf. was 
brought 
back and questioiu'd. 
Me said he had 
been merely photographing the employes 
and once more left the plant. 
Two em- 
liloyes were pnt on his trail and these 
men were led a devioiis chase through 
side streets of the west end and finally 
were loft beliind when l-Mwards boarded 
a street car and came down town. 
71ie 
nid of the pi)Iice was invoked and later 
F.dwards Mas arrested. 
It is not believed 
that he will be long detained on the 
liircen\' charge. 


During the forenoon, Saturday. Detec- 
tive JOdwards furnished his .$500 bond 
with froeliold security, a firend in the 
city becoming surety, and he was re- 
leased from custody. Edwards' reticence 
in respect (o his purposes was per.sistul 
in. but he jiavc some very meager inti- 
mations that legal use would be made 
of tin; information he had procined.

'A vmnlMr of year« afo ih«re lived a 
kban who nearly owned a railroad. 
Of 
^UTse there were many other 
stock- 
jholders, but by means of liquid appli- 
cation, this man had come into what 
•UFAS known as "the controlling interest. * 


Thifl was before the daya of the cver- 
•houithtful interstate 
commerce com- 
anlBsion, and the old theory concerning 
the imblic still hold good amonsr the 
bloated bond-holders 
who blamed 
cn- 
Riaeerg for the wrecks. 
So a railroad 
did about as it pleased, when it plcasea, 
if it pleased. 
And in this case 
the 
anan was the railroad. 


NOTT this man was possessed of 
a 
#on. 
And the son owned a college edu- 
cation, a taste for ciftarettes and a love 
of the luxurious.

And it was decidedly hard to 
accomplish results if papa owned the 
railroad. 


That is a true «lory of two of tJie 
experiments that led to the establishing 
of the apprentice system. 
An official 
of the Fort Wayne elcctric works has 
prepared 
the 
following description of 
the apprentice idea as practiced at the 
big local plant of the General Electria 
company:

education along Avith the shop 
train- 
ing. 
The General Elcctric company -is 
one of the pioneers in this work and a 
school 
was started 
hero at the 
Fort 
Wayne 
works in October, 191;i. 
This 
is one of the first schools of its kinds 
to bn established in thi.s section of the 
country. 
It hag increased steadily and 
it was necessary to move into la^-ger 
quarters this 
fall. 
The training and 
class rooms now occupy the nortii lialf 
of the second floor of building 
10-D. 
They have been completely 
remoJiilc] 
and freshly painted. 
It is an ideal lo- 
cation for a school of this kind, as it is 


apart from tl» 
other 
large 
factory 
buildings, and there is an abundance of 
fresh air and light at all seasons of 
the year. 
It is thoroughly \ip to date 
in every respect. 
The machine tools in 
this department are the most 
modern 
of any 'n the largo factory. 
No ma- 
chine will be kept in this department 
more than five years. 
As fast as they 
become slightly out of date they will 
be 
transferred 
to 
other 
deparcnicnts 
and new modern machines 
purchased. 
No two machines in the department aro 
of the same style or manufacture. 
iCv- 
ery time a new lathe or milling ma- 
chine is selected a different make from 
any in the training room is gotten. This 
gives the boys an opportunity to be- 
come thoroughlv proficient in the use 
of all the leading makes of 
machine 
tools. 


This training room ig under the su- 
pervision of R. J. Doyle. 
Mr. IJoyle 
lias had a broad experience and is thor- 
oughly qualified to instruct the boys in 
all phases of modern 
shop 
practice. 
Oscar 
Weitzman 
is 
assistant. 
Boys 
who have completed the eiglith grade 
in school are taken into tliis de))art- 
ment. 
They serve a trial period of two 
months, during which time the instruc- 
tors thoroughly try them but to find 
out if they are mechanically 
inclined 
and able to do the school work. 
Thu 
boys also have a chance 
to 
decide 
whether or not they 'want to follow 
the work. 
At the ^ d 
of this trial 
period they 
are contracted 
for 
four 


years. 
After two years in the traininjx 
room, the apprentice is placed in tiic 
oti)cr large machine shops in the fac- 
tory and docs actual work along sido 
of expert mechanics. 
The remainder of 
the time id spent in the different shops. 


This system is not like the old sys- 
tem of apprenticeship, where, if a man 
proved proficient 
in the operation 
of 
any one kind of machine, he was kept 
at it and could spend his whole time 
without 
gaining a 
knowledge 
of 
the 
different machine tools. 
It 
was very 
common for a machinist to come oiit of 
his course without the slightest idea of 
how to operate a milling machine. With 
the new system, he is not kept at any 
one kind of work to the exclusion of all 
others, but receives a thorough 
training 
in the operation of all kinds of tools 
and even all the leading makes. 


Patternmaker 
apprentices and foun- 
dry apprentices will be included in this 
system. 
They 
will 
be taken in

A three years' course

This school is under the supervision 
of W. J. Hockett, who is a graduate

out on the Ac]iiitania and is nou- adopt- 
ed in the other transports of the sick 
and wounded. 


The apparatus consists of an elec- 


trolytic cell, a reversing switch r;anablc 
of carrying UK) amperes, and some or- 
dinary insulated electric cable, co?tiuj 
in al] about £2.">0. 
The cell, in order 


to insulate it. is placed on a rubber 
mat and is raised upon a low tablo to 
enable the. contents to be poured out 
easily. .It is filled with cold sea walr.r. 
A current of tiO-7u amperes at J!;l 
volts is turned on and in about. live 
minutes there is obtained a solmiu-i 
containing two parts of sodium hvpo 
chlorite or available chlorine to l.'iij.i 
parts. 


The solution is excellent as a steril- 


izer of drinking water, one, part chlor- 
ine to one million parts,

antiseptic for wounds used undiluted n< 
obtained 
from the electrolyzer. 
The 


fluid is besides used in the butcher'; de- 
partment and in the laundry for jrj.lk 
ing undyed cotton and linen goods. It 
i? added to the ship'? swimming bath in 
the proportion of one part in two mil- 
lion parts, reducing the bacteria in the 
water by !M) per cent. 


This use of elcctroly/.ed sea wnt-'r has 


affected a crctit economy by rcplavin,; 
expensive coal tar disinfectants such us 
carbolic, eresol and the like.

case of the AouiUnia. the saving paid 
for the cost of the apparatus in the 
course of a single trip of three week*.

buildings, and there is an abundance r! 
fresh air and light at all seasons of 
the year. It is thoroughly up to date 
in every respect. 
The machine tools In 


thia department aro the most modern 
of any :n the large factory. 
No ma- 


chine will be kept in this department 
more than five years. As fast as thuy 
become slightly out of date they will 
bo transferred to other departments 
and new modern machines purchased. 
So two machines in the department are 
of the same stvle or manufacture. 
Ev- 


ery time a new lathe or milling ma- 
chine is selected a. different make from 
any in the training room is gotten. This 
gives the beys an opportunity to be- 
come thoroughly proficient in the ua'i 
of all the leading makes of machine 
tools. 


This training room i3 under the su- 


pervision of R. jr. Doyle. 
Mr. Doyle 


has had a broad experience and is thor- 
oughly t|iia.lilicd to instruct the boys in 
all phases of modern shop 
practice. 


Oscar WeiUmau 
is assistant. 
Boys 


who have completed the eighth gradp 
in schuiil arts taken into this 'lu 
tnent. They serve a trial period of two 
months, during which time the instruc- 
tors thoroughly try them out to fint 
out if thov arc mechanically incline^ 
and able to do the school work. 
Th 


buys also have a chance 
to 
decide 


whether or not they want to foil 
the work. 
At the cjid of this tria 


period they arc contracted ''for 
four 


years. After two years in the training] 
room, the apprentice is placed iu the 
other large machine shops in the fac- 
tory and does actual work along side 
of expert mechanics. 'The remainder of 
the time is spent in the different shops:" 


This system is not like the old aya- 


teirr of apprenticeship, where, if a man 
proved proficient in the operation of 
any one kind >of machine, he was kept 
at it and could spend his whole time 
'without gaining a knowledge of the 
different machine tools. 
It was very 


common for a, machinist to come out o' 
lis course without the slightest idea of 
low to operate a milling machine. With 
the new system, he is not kept at any 
one kind of work to the exclusion of all 
others, but receives a thorough training 
in the operation of all kinds of tools 
and even all tho leading makes. 


Patternmaker apprentices and foun- 


dry apprentices will bo included in this 
system. 
They will be taken in the 


large pattern shop which is on the 
same iloor as the machinist training 
room and class room where they rc- 
ceiw. a thorough 
course in pattern 


making. The moulder apprentice work 
will he done in the company's large 
brass and aluminum foundry on Wall 
street.

in this foundry makes it exceptionally 
fine for learning this trade.
